2. Claims 21 , 26-28, 31 , 32 and 34-45 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not disclose nor render obvious the limitations "the valve 
stem including an annular shoulder formed by a width increase of the hollow space into 
the inner wall" and "joining the first and second components together by placing the 
force transmission element into the hollow space, bringing the stop surface of the force 
transmission element to bear against the annular shoulder" as now recited in claim 21 
and "the force transmission element including a first end integrally connected to a center 
of the valve disk and a second end including a bearing surface having a conical shape,"

"the inner wall increasing in width as the second one-piece component extends away 
from the valve cone to the valve stem such that a portion of the inner wall of the valve 
stem form a countersurface having a conical shape" and "joining the first and second 
components together by placing the force transmission element into the hollow space, 
bringing the bearing surface of the force transmission element to bear against the 
countersurface" as now recited in claim 31 in combination with the other claimed 
limitations.
